slate of things cannot loo£ eontiiri*, — ind 
would it not be better, therefore, for the Gov- 
ernor General lo exercise bis prerogative 
power and dissolve the present Porliament, in

of public opinion is in regard t-o the question ? 
Perhaps the feeler ihrovn out the oilier day

IV1 en we referred a few weeks ago to the 
iitMifficiency of Jail accommodation in Toron- 
to, and'also to the injustice done (he people of 
the Counties by compelling them to mainlaio 
city- prisoners, we bad no iJea'of atfecting any 
speedy r*s«ilt ; neither are we now personally 
aware that any good, in consequence, has been 
accomplished,— but one thing we do know, lhal 
since that article was penned, a member of the 
Administration has rcqui-sted the Warden to 
meet him, the Mayor of Toronto, ihe City 
members and the County Jailor, lo see if some- 
t'ling cannot be done |u remedy the evil, at an 
early day. Of course we are not in a position 
to speak definitely as lo what will be done; 
neither can we form the remotest idea of the 
nat ire of the proposition (heciiy or the Gov- 
ernment will.be prepared to submit. The 
j.nl now was about double the prisoners it was 
calculated lo accommodate, something must 
therefore be dune, and done inirnedialely.— 
Tne Building is more than sufficient for Coup, 
ly prisoners, and if a more extensive one is 
required, it should be eietced at the expense 
of Toronto; and woe be to any member of the 
Counties' Council who yields farther to the 
domineering sway of (tie city authorities.

Il is to be hoped ibal all matters wherein 
the cily and county are connected will receive 
the attention of the Council at its next nieel- 
in fl '. The city u>cs QUf Ooyrl House and other 
public buildings,— am' if they gel out of repair 
never contribute one' fraction towards making 
thrrn good again ; and thus the counties are 
being fleeced yearly for ihe benefit of Toronto, 
This is neither just nor fair, and Ihe evil should 
be remedied. United aclion on the part of 
the people's Representatives in the Counties 
Council will effect a rriost desirable change.
